Charles K. Swartz, Rh. D., of the fac­ 
u lty of Johns Hopkins University. 
Dr. Swartz was born near Stras­ 
burg, Virginia, August UL 
1827. 
He 
graduated from Capitol 
University, 
Columbus, Ohio, in 1854, and entered 
the ministry of the Lutheran Church. 
He served congregations of the Gener- 
j a1 Synod of the Lutheran Church in 
Cincinnati, 
Carlisle, 
Wdliamsport, 
Philadelphia, Harrisburg and Gettys­ 
burg. 
Ut- re igned his Baltimore pas­ 
torate to become professor in Witten­ 
berg Lutheran Theological Seminary 
at Springfield, Ohio. 
Twenty years ago Dr. Swartz affili­ 
ated with the Congregational Church 
and since then had held pastorates in 
Steubenvill*, Ohio, 
Devon, and 
St. 
Louis, Mo., tieing actively engaged in 
the work of the ministry until he was 
nearly 85 year- old. After a brief rc-

London, March 17. — The British 
government will make no further con­ 
cessions to the Unionists of Ulster 
province, who object to home rule.

announcement to this effect 
was made in the house of commons 
by Premier Asquith. “ The government 
adheres to the proposals made last 
Monday,” said the premier. 
These proposals give the residents 
of the counties in Ulster province a 
referendum to say whether or not they 
shall be excluded from the operation 
of the home rule bill. 
That the ministry believe* that the 
Unionists finally will accept the con­ 
cessions already offered was indicated 
by the following part of Premier As­ 
quith’s statement: 
“ lf the proposals for the exclusion 
of Ulster for a limited period are ac­ 
cepted by the Unionists, there must 
be adjustments of the measure, espe­ 
cially of those clauses relating to the 
administrative sci dons of the propos­ 
ed Irish government. These are now 
being carefully worked out. 
“ We are not prepared with a < ut 
and dried statement at the prese.it 
time to cover all the proposals rejc t 
ed by the people of the north of Ire 
land, and it would be a waste of ti. ie 
to discuss the ancillary ami conse­ 
quential points.” 
The premier said that the proposals 
had been made because "the cabinet 
believed it to be the best method of 
dealing with the question and the logi­ 
cal attempt to try to reach a basis of 
final settlement.” 
Mr. Asquith put the issue directly 
up to the opposition when he said: 
“ I now ask the Unionists if they 
are prepared to accept the principle 
of the proposals outlined here last 
Monday?
